In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process such as extruding a flat film of thermoplastic, 
distributing fibers over half of the film and folding the remaining half of film over the 
fibers. 

3. Inventions II and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the
